In respect to Vietnam, his critics attack with meat ax 
and scimitar. On domestic matters, they draw presidential 
blood with the poltical rapier. 

In the case of the proposed travel tax, Lyndon John¬ 
son almost certainly is going to come out of this match 
with Congress fiscally bloodied and election-year scarred. 

On January 1, the President said that in order to help 
avert imminent fiscal disaster, stringent regulations would 
henceforth retrict U.S. business abroad, and that he would 
seek unprecedented taxes to curtail Americans travling 
overseas. It was a tax-and-control formula. 

But Congress, unwilling to be a rubber stamp for 
the President, has now begun diluting his travel tax propo¬ 
sals with large injections of resistance and independence. 
Congress seems firmly unwilling to restrict freedom ot 
travel or to impose head taxes which favor the wealthy, 
just as it is unwilling to levy an income tax increase, so 
long as the President makes only token cuts in Great 
Society spending. 

The fight over travel taxes could be monumental. 
Some members say they will support the Johnson package 
only if protectionist tariffs are raised. Others insist that 
the President put a meaningful lid on wage increases, 
which in some industries have had the effect of forcing 
incrased imports, thereby aggravating the balance of pay¬ 
ments problem. 

Washington is very happy about new plans to promote 
Europeans’ travel in the U.S. and to make it much less 
expensive. But some very sour European governments 
have made it clear that they will give no help to U.S. 
travel promotions if this country imposes heavy restrictions 
on its own tourists. And if the U.S. creats new tariffs or 
other import restrictions, Europeans also can be expected 
quickly to raise their ovsm border taxes against American 
industrial and agricultural products. 

Legislatively, Mr. Johnson may achieve little more 
than a cut in the $100 duty-free allowance, plus a small 
excise tax on air and sea tickets, plus a small tax on 
money spent abroad. 

Politically, he has already been wounded with the 
issue. Some of his staunchest newspaper allies, as well as 
Republican critics, have attack his proposals as unwork¬ 
able and have said he responded to fiscal crisis in near 
panic when he should have exercised preventive re¬ 
sponsibility. 

“Going to Europe is almost every American’s dream," 
one congressional Republican said. “Most of them never 
make it. But now he comes along and says forget it, I 
can’t afford to let you go. In an election year, that’s about 
like killing Santa Claus just before Christmas.”
